H o w Free W ool W ou ld H elp L ab or 
in a Good M an )’ W ay*. 
Anything that tends to increase the 
price of a commodity tendB to hinder or 
lessen the production of that commodity. 
The dearer the article the less the de­ 
mand for it. That’s pretty plain, isn’t it? 
On the other hand, anything that 
tends to decrease the price of a com­ 
modity makes it more accessible to the 
common 
people 
and 
demands 
an 
enhanced production of it. 
The larger 
the production of an article the more 
work there is for those producing it. 
That’s pretty plain, also, isn’t it? 
Of the total number of strikers 118,937 
were engaged in transportation or the 
building trades, leaving 221,917 as the 
number of strikers or locked-out men in 
manufacturing industries during the year 
1887. Of thin number, 183,209 or over 82 
per cent, were workers in “ protected” in­ 
dustries. 
It’s 
pretty 
plain, 
then, 
that 
if '‘protection” 
protects, it 
protects 
somebody besides 
the 
workingman, 
isn’t 
it? 
And 
yet 
the only 
rea­ 
son in the world for keeping up the whole 
outrageous system of unnecessary taxes 
is that it makes the workers happv and 
wages h ig h ! 
Tho fact is that the tariff has got little 
or nothing to do with wages, high or low. 
Wages are fixed in nine cases out of ten 
by the condition of the surplus labor 
market and by the forced schedules 
which organized labor is everywhere try­ 
ing to keep up and which organized cap­ 
ital 
is everywhere 
trying to break 
down. 
The tariff helps the manufac­ 
turer 
to 
destroy 
competition 
in 
the goods market, thus injuring the 
worker by restricting his field of em ­ 
ployment and increasing his cost of liv­ 
ing. 
But the boss encourages competi­ 
tion in the labor m arket, the only market 
that is of any use to the worker, for the 
more competition there is there the 
cheaper the employer will get his labor, 
no m atter whether" tariffs are high or 
low. 
Isn ’t it so? 
Just think over it for 
a minute. 
After the report of the Tariff Commis­ 
sion of 1882 the duties on cotton, goods 
were increased from 35 to 40 per cent, on 
the ordinary grade of goods. Upon some 
higher grade of goods, where the duty 
was about 50 per cent., it was raised to 
about 75 per cent. This was done, of 
course, for the working man and would 
afford him just as much higher wages. 
But immediately after the passage of the 
bill there was a general reduction of 
wages in the New England cotton mills. 
Five or six years ago the duty on com- 
com glass 
bottles was increased by 
nearly three hundred per cent. 
An in­ 
crease in the price of bottles, a reduction 
of wages and a strike by the workmen 
for the old rate of pay was the result.— 
[New York News,

Increasing Use of Liqueurs 
and Cordials. 


JOHN BABLKYCOKN 
SNUBBED. 


The Strong Tipple of Our Fathers 
and the Many Foreign 
Substitutes. 


As a reporter of the H erald was 
lighting hia cheroot in a gilt-edged drink­ 
ing reaort lately, a well dresaei and evi­ 
dently well bred young fellow entered 
and breasted the bar with a sigh of re­ 
lief. The gentleman of the oriflamme 
nodded familiarly to him and placed be­ 
fore him a glass and some brandy. The 
young ijian was enjoying the aftermath, 
so to speak, of a night’s dissipation, and 
his very eye-balls must have jingled as 
the neck of the upturned decanter in his 
hand telegraphed upon the edge of the 
glass the clinking signals of the tremulous 
condition of his nerves. “Tut,” he Baid, 
setting down the decanter, “ this stuff 
will give me the “ D. T.’s make me a 
ringer.” 
After the departure of the young man 
the suave dispenser of stimulants vouch­ 
safed the information that a “ ringer” 
was a pony of absynthe, toned with sugar 
and flushed with selt/.er water. “ Have 
the liqueurs and cordials of Europe come 
into use to any extent over here?” was 
further asked. “ Yes,” was the answer, 
“ It is the fad nowadays among the 
young men, and to some extent 
old 
drinkers 
take 
to 
the new­ 
fangled beverages.” “ You see,” con­ 
tinued the glib - tongued dispenser 
of bottled lightning, “ the rising genera­ 
tion drink more for the excitement or 
sociability of the thing than from habit, 
and the stiff and occasional whisky 
“ brace up” of their fathers is too potent 
a tipple when an evening out requires 
that the elbow shall be crooked frequent­ 
ly, or perhaps many times. Hence the 
adoption of various liqueurs taken in 
small but exhilarating sups, which in 
their cumulative potency lead to a weav­ 
ing way, but less quickly and with less 
overpowering and stupefying effects than 
old-time John Barleycorn. 
The reporter, in search of more infor­ 
mation, strolled into a wholesale house, 
and tne senior member of the firm, in 
answer to some inquiries, said, as he 
waved his • hand in the direction of a 
great array of fancifully shaped and 
labeled bottles, decanters and jugs: 
“ Yes, it is now considered tbo correct 
thing to top off a dinner with cordials, or 
liqueurs, in the place of Cognac, and our 
sales indicate an increased use of them 
and a corresponding decrease of the use 
of brandy in private families as well as 
in hotels and restaurants. Benedictine 
and Chartreuse are the after-dinner 
favorites at present, and it is not un­ 
pleasant, over the tiny glasses in which 
they are served, to discuss the meaning 
of the cabalistic letters D. O. M. on the 
label of the former, or whether the yel­ 
low or green variety of the latter is pre­ 
ferable. The following trifila must have 
been a post-prandial effort and written 
by a jolly good fellow who knew what he 
was talking about: 
Who could refuse 
Green-eyed Chartreuse' 
Liqueur for heretics. 
Turks, Christians or Jews: 
For beggar or queen. 
For monk or for dean: 
Ripened and mellow 
(The green, not the yellow.) 
Give It its dues, 
Gay little fellow. 
Dressed up iu green! 
I love tliee too well, O 
Laughing Chartreuse. 
“ Benedictine, named after the order 
of friars of that name, is a liqueur or cor­ 
dial distilled at Fecamp in Normandy. 
Its manufacture is a secret as well as 
that of Chartreuse, which it somewhat 
resembles. Chartreuse is manufactured 
by the Carthusian monks of the Grande 
Chartreuse, a monastery situated near 
Grenoble among lofty mountains. Every 
bottle of the genuine bears the signature 
of Father Garnier. 
Either of these 
liqueurs is as stroBg as brandy and even 
more lasting in its effects when unduly 
indulged in. 
“ Yes, these are other liqueurs and 
cordials that are fashionable; for in­ 
stance Maraschino and Curacoa which 
are served to afternoon and evening 
callers. Maraschino is a liqueur pre- 
Sared from a variety of cherry called 
[arasquin. 
The fruit and seed are 
crushed, honey added and the whole 
fermented, distilled and rectified. Age 
adds to the parity of its flavor. Curacoa 
is a sweet and agreeable liqueur made by 
the Dutch from the peel of the orange 
peculiar to the island after which it is 
named. 
The Curacoa of commerce, 
however, is made from any orange peel 
digested in sweetened spirits. 
“ Anisette, which looks like water, is 
distinctively a feminine beverage, and is 
made by distilling aniseed, fennel and 
coriander seed with brandy and sweet­ 
ing. This genuine A. de Bordeaux 
brand is a delicious and very stomachic 
driuk. The ladies, therefore, in their 
choice of a cordial, have one rich in spir­ 
its, rare in flavor, subtle of perfume and 
withal good for the stomach’s sake. It 
leaves no taint upon the breath, and the 
flush it produces is easily mistaken for 
rouge. They are wise in their genera­ 
tion.“ Nowadays first-class resorts must per­ 
force have Arrack for hot punches, the 
craze-giving Absynthe, the burning 
Mescal, the almond flavored Kirschen- 
waaser, the fragrant Vermouth, and the 
noxious Boonekamp. The two latter are 
propeily bitters, and are highly medici­ 
nal and great appetizers. They are

cocktail, and breakfast. Vermouth is a 
sort of a tonic wine of an agreeable kind, 
and the best comes from Turin. A not 
inferior quality is largely manufactured 
in New York. Boonekamp, or Maag 
Bitter, is a product of Holland, and is 
said to de distilled from twenty-five dif­ 
ferent roots and herbs. Its effect when 
taken to excess is like that of Absynthe 
with a doubled geared action. Absynthe 
iB a liqueur consisting of alcohol, holding 
in solution the active principles of worm­ 
wood, and other aromatic plants. It is 
an appetizer and intoxicant, and those 
who use it freely get wild-eyed and 
tremulous. 
The 
genuine 
liqueur 
turns to a 
rich 
pale sea-green 
when 
mixed 
with 
water, 
and 
the imitation to a muddy grass green. 
Kirschenwasser is a German liquor or 
brandy, and is made by pounding the 
pulp of cherries, fermenting, adding the 
broken Btonea or kernels, and distilling. 
The best kind is made in the Black For­ 
est. It is a powerful intoxicant. Our 
German citizens take it straight in pony 
glasses, or take a dash of it in their glass 
of Weiss beer. Many Americans prefer 
it to Cognac when burnt for a poussé caf¿. 
Mescal is a Mexican spirit, strong and 
pungent, and is made from the milk of 
the Maguey plant or cactus. He who has 


therefore, generally sandwiched ’in be­ 
tween the matutinal brandv and soda, or 


not indulged in a tipple of Mescal with a 
garniture of salt, has missed something 
the native Californian will tell you, and 
he is right. Mescal, however, has the 
same effect upon the average American 
as ordinary firewater upon an Apache 
Indian. With a load of it he is liable to 
run amuck at any moment and vermil- 
ionize a whole city. Arrack is the com­ 
mon East Indian name for spirituous li 
quors of all kinds. The usual Arrack of 
commerce, commonly called Kneip, is 
made from a mixturo of molasses, rice 
and palm wine. One can paint the town 
red with it without striving. 
“The liqueurs and cordials I have 
named are universally in use in the 
Hast, and as the star of the Empire still 
westward takes its way, the customs 
and largely the tastes of the Orient will 
become those of the Occident. Already 
the innovation is great, and whisky neat 
is bound to be relegated as the common 
tipple in favor of the more ¡isthetic 
liqueurs and the mild and innocuous 
beer.”

E ditors H erald—In reply to a com­ 
munication signed “ Many E&stside Tax 
Bayers,” as published in the H erald of 
to-day, I would like to show the rallacy 
and nonsense contained therein.

Ttae Democratic Tide Rising, 
Three weeks ago it was a grave prob­ 
lem as to the outcome of the coming 
Presidential election. President Cleve­ 
land had taken great chances, but he 
bad taken them after mature delibera­ 
tion, and after sounding his conscience 
in view of the pledges of the Democratic 
platform of 1884, on which he was elect­ 
ed. Many Democrats of judgment and 
experience at first doubted the wisdom 
of his message. With scarcely an excep­ 
tion they now believe in its wise inspir­ 
ation and timeliness. The argument of 
the campaign is with the Democratic 
party. No dramatic tricks of James G. 
Blaine, and no dashing in of beads of 
"bar’ls,” will deceive the people as to 
their true and lasting interests. They are 
against a surplus in the NationalTreasury; 
they do not believe in enriching a select 
few through the medium of an exorbit­ 
a n t war tariff; they believe that a revised 
and corrected tariff should be so adjust­ 
ed as to protect American labor; they be­ 
lieve that just so much money should be 
gathered in from the pockets of the peo­ 
ple and the circulating medium of the 
country as is necessary to pay the expen­ 
ses of the government economically ad­ 
ministered, which includes the interest 
on the public debt and the pension of 
thesoldiers. They believe, besides, in 
administrators of public affairs who 
have ably and satisfactorily discharged 
their trusts. Believing thus, the people 
are going to continue the Democratic 
party in power, and a Democratic victory 
is assured in the nation, State and 
county. The Democratic tide is rising 
and it is going to prove to be a ground- 
swell. 


P rrfuaat Poluta. 
It is somewhat significant of the issue 
of the present Presidential contest, that 
nearly all the leading journals of the 
great city of New York, including, in ad­ 
dition to the Herald, Times and Evening 
Post, and the regular Democratic journ­ 
als, most of the really clever pictorial 
papers, are outspoken in favor of Cleve­ 
land and Thurman. It is not possible to 
belittle a circumstance like this. The 
Herald is an independent paper, which 
is often incorrectly classed as Democratic. 
It has supported every Republican can­ 
didate for President until the campaign 
of 1884, when it went for Cleveland, as it 
does now, since the Buchanan-Fremont 
contest of 1850. In thatcampaign, which 
ushered the Republican party on the 
national arena, it supported Buchanan, 
and Buchanan was elected. That journal 
has always had the happy knack of sup­ 
porting the winning man. 
In the issue of the Herald of the 21st 
of July appeared an editorial so apposite 
that we reproduce and adopt it. It is an 
answer to the Tribune's answers to a cor­ 
respondent, and is as follows: 
The senior Republican organ preaches 
the goBpel of Republicanism in five texts 
in this fashion:— 
To t h e E d it o r o f t h e T r ib u n e .

N on q u itt,Mass., August 5.—Bulletin- 
General Sheridan died of his old heart 
troubles. His death was very sudden. 
No particulars have been given out by 
hiB physicans. 
THE DEATH SCENE. 
N onquitt, Mass., August 5.—General 
8heridan’s death occurred at 10:20 p. m. 
Previous to the sudden appearance of 
heart failure at about 9:30 this even­ 
ing there had been no premonitions 
to-day of an unfavorable change iu 
his condition. The weather had been 
warmer than usual, and the General was 
at times a little restless, but seemed gen­ 
erally brigh: and cheerful to-day. His 
voice 
was 
strong; 
he 
took a 
full supply of nourishment, slept occa­ 
sionally as usual, and the doctors and his 
family 
were in hopeful spirits. At 
7 o’clock Mrs. Sheridan and the doc­ 
tors went to the hotel for supper and 
soon after their return the 
usual 
preparations for the night were made. 
At about i:20, Colonei Siieridan said 
"goodnight” to his brother, and w«nt to 
the hotel, there having been through 
the day 
no 
sign 
whatever of 
any unfavorable change in his condition 
At 9:30 symptoms of heart failure 
suddenly appeared and Doctors O’Reilly 
and Matthews, who were with him 
immediately applied the remedy, winch 
proved successful 
in all 
similar 
previous attacks, 
but this 
time 
they were without efl'ect and despite 
all 
that 
could 
be doue, 
the 
General gradually sank into a condition 
of complete unconsciousness and at 10:30 
breathed his last. Mrs. Siieridan, Sis­ 
ters Maban and Justinian and a faithful 
lady servant were also at his bedside 
throughout the dying hour. No arrange 
merit has yet been determined upon in 
regard to the time of the General’i 
burial. 
OFFICIAL BULLETIN, 
The following official bulletin was is 
sued to the Associated Press at midnight 
The immediate cause of General Sheri 
dan’s death was heart failure; the re 
mote (:ause was disease of mitral and

HISTORY OF THE CASE. 
W ashington, August 5.—Owing to the 
lateness of the hour at which the news of 
General Sheridan’s death was received it 
was impossible to get any information 
from the more important public officials. 
Neither the President nor Secretary of 
War has heard of the death of the Com­ 
mander of the Army, and the first news 
Colonel Lamont heard of it was received 
from an Associated Press reporter. The 
illness which has just resulted in 
(ieneral Sheridan’s death commenced on 
the 12th of May last, immediately after 
his return from a tour of inspection 
out West. He complained of feeling 
unwell and worn out but came down to 
the ofiice each day for about a week. He 
was then forced to remain in-doors, and 
on Tuesday, May 22d, he had a severe 
attack of heart failure which greatly 
alarmed 
his family 
and 
physic­ 
ians. 
On Friday of the week end­ 
ing 
May 26th he had severe at­ 
tacks of heart failure, and these increased 
in violence with each succeeding attack. 
Several times during his illness it seem­ 
ed as if life had become extinct, but by 
the adoption of radical measures the ac­ 
tion of the heart was stimulated, and he 
was brought around 
again. 
His 
heart 
at 
one 
time 
ceased 
to beat for a few seconds, but 
the extraordinary watchfulness and care 
of the attending physicians brought him 
back 
to consciousness again. New 
complications set in and hope was 
well nigh abandoned several times 
only to be renewed by the great 
vitality and 
determination 
shown 
by tfie stricken soldier. The history of 
these relapses and recoveries are fami­ 
liar to the readers of the daily press. 
With the approach of warm weather it 
was deci fed by physicians after several 
consultations that the patient muBt be 
removed as he would be utterly unable 
in his weakened state to withstand a 
period of prolonged heat. Accordingl von 
Saturday, June 30th he was taken to 
Nonquitt. 
PREPARED FOR DEATH. 
The General bad made his will and all 
preparations for death and was ready to 
face it, though resolutely determined that 
life should not be given up without a 
severe struggle on his part. He leaves a 
wife, the daughter of General Rucker, 
and four small children, three girls and 
one boy. 
DIFFICULT TO OBTAIN DETAILS. 
New B ed fo rd , Mass., August 5.—It 
was impossible to night to obtain an in­ 
terview with any of the inmates of the 
Sheridan cottage or with any one likely 
to be informed as to the incidents attend­ 
ing the General’s death, as all refused to 
talk to reporters. A team was sent to 
New Bedford at midnight for an 
undertaker who will embalm the body 
and prepare for its conveyance 
to 
Washington. Colonel Kelly, who is 
now in Washington, was telegraphed 
tart for Nonquitt at once and bring 
with him the General’s uniform. As 
there is no telegraph office at Nonquitt, 
which is seven miles from this city, and 
but a telephone line, it is extremely diffi­ 
cult to obtain any details, 
TOLLING BELLS. 
C incinnati, August 5.—All the fire 
bells are tolling in consequence of the 
news of General Sheridan’s death. 
a sk e tc h o f his life . 
Philip Henry Sheridan was born in 
Somerset, Perry county, Ohio, March 6, 
1831. His parents were Irish, and came 
to this country shortly prior to his birth. 
Philip Henry Sheridan graduated at 


the Military Academy at West Point in 
1853, and served on frontier duty in 
Texas for nearly two years, and in Ore­ 
gon from 1855 to 1861. When the war 
Broke out lie was appointed Quartermas­ 
ter of the Army of Southwestern Mis­ 
souri, ami in April, 1862, Chief Quar­ 
termaster of the Western Depart­ 
ment. 
In 
May, 
1862, 
lie 
was 
appointed Colonel of the Second Michi­ 
gan Volunteer Cavalry, was commis­ 
sioned Brigadier-General of Volunteers 
July 1, 1862, and after a brief period was 
put in command of the Eleventh Division 
of the Army of the Ohio. He command­ 
ed a division in the Army of the Cum­ 
berland, and at the battle of Stone river 
December 31, 1862, saved the army from 
rout bv his stubborn resistance. For 
his gallant conduct he was promoted to 
be Major-General of Volunteers. In 
April, 1H64, he was called to the Army of 
the Potomac by General Grant, put in 
command of the Cavalry CorpB, and with­ 
in the monthsof May, June and July, be­ 
sides protecting the flanks of the army and 
reconuoitering the enemy’s position, was 
successfully engaged in eighteen distinct 
actions. On the 4th of August, lé(J4» he 
was put in command of the Army of the 
Shenandoah, and soon alter of the Mid­ 
dle Military Division, where he gained 
several sucesseB over General Early. 
For this he was made a Brigadier-Gen­ 
eral of the United States Army, and in 
November following was made Major- 
General. He joined General Grant’s 
anny at City Point, from whence he 
started March 25, 1865, to strike the 
final blow for the overthrow of (ieneral 
Lee’s Army of Northern Virginia. lie 
fought the battle of Dinwiddle Court 
House, March 31st, and that of Five 
Forks, 
which 
necessitated 
Lee’s 
evacuation 
of Richmond 
and Pe­ 
tersburg, April 
1st, and 
as 
the 
Army of Northern Virginia lied, he con­ 
stantly attacked and harassed them and 
compelled their surrender at Appomat­ 
tox Court House, April 9, 1865. He was 
assigned to the command of the Military 
Division of the Southwest June 3d, and 
of that of the Gulf June 17, 1865. Under 
a now reorganization of the military dis­ 
tricts and departments, he was assigned 
to the Department of the Gulf. August 
15,1866, and in March, 1867, to the De­ 
partment of the Missouri, where he con­ 
tinued until March, 1869. 
By the pro­ 
motion of Sherman he became Lieuten­ 
ant-General, and assumed command of 
the Western and Southwestern Military 
Divisions, with his headquarters at 
Chicago. 
On the retirement of General Sherman, 
Sheridan succeeded to the general com­ 
mand of the U. S. Army in February 
1884, with the rank of Lieutenant-Gen­ 
eral. Tne rank of General, it will be 
remembered, was revived and conferred 
upon him by special act of Congress, 
signed by President Cleveland, during 
the first crisis of his fatal illness. Sheri­ 
dan’s famous ride from Winchester is too 
well known to demand special comment. 
It is crystallized in song and immortal­ 
ized in story; but it has been rather 
severely criticised by military experts. 
The history of his late illness need not 
be recounted, as it was faithfully reported 
during the progress of the disease 
through our Associated Press dispatches. 
By this morning’s dispatches it will be 
known that Philip Henry Sheridan died 
at Nonquitt. Mass., Sunday evening, 
August 5, 1888, in the 58th year of his 
age. —[E dito r.

HEADS. 


Their Shapes and Sizes as 
Seen from the Gallery. 


SOME (¡RAND HEADS OF HAIR. 


Big: Heads and Plenty of W it—Bald 
and Gray-Haired Members. 
Different Styles of H air. 


There are some big heads in Congress. 
Not big heads in the sense some nse the 
expression, inelegantly, bat large heads 
—heads that by nature have been 
developed and endowed with size. Some 
heads are large and roomy inside, w ith­ 
out being in any way extraordinary in 
external construction. 
W hen a man has 
discovered his own greatness a little in 
advance of the rest of the world, he is 
supposed to get the big head. 
Other 
heads not always big get so periodically, 
under certain conditions, and there are 
heads that merely feel big, when in fact 
they are not at all unusual in size. $ome 
such heads there may be at the Capitol, 
but these are not the ones which have 
attracted the Star m au’s observation. 
The familiar proverb about big heads and 
little ones is not proved in the House. 
Mr. Reed has one of the biggest heads 
and the brightest wit. 
Mr. Cox, famed for his wit, has a very 
small head. 
Allen, the bright humorist 
from the South, has a head not as large 
as the one and larger than the other. So 
it is clear the size of the head has noth­ 
ing to do with the size of the wit, when 
it comes to applying the rule to Con­ 
gress. 
Mr. Reed’s head ír big and round and 
fat. It looks as jolly as a big English 
plum pudding at Christmas tim9, or like 
the man in the moon when h e’s full. It 
is a head that inspires confidence anJ 
exciteB adm iration. 
One is 
always 
thankful when looking upon it that it is 
not covered with hair, and there is a na­ 
tural speculation as to what new lines of 
beauty may yet be revealed by progres­ 
sive dropping out of those hairs. 
What

There are more bumps on Mr. Cox’s 
head. 
It is a small and a bony head—it 
is not so filled in rounded oil' with fat. 
The bump of wit is pronounced. 
Mr. Allen’s head has much of the hum ­ 
orous and comical about it.

if it had been got up in self-sacrificing 
good nature to amuse the public. 
It 
presses itself into notice, and its form 
and appearance becomes a part of Mr.

built on good lines, and is partly bald.

tracks. 
The hair is brushed straight up from the 
forehead and temples in a luxurious 
sompadour, or as if it would be a 
uxurious pompadour, but the hair sud­ 
denly gives out in spots. The bumps of 
idealty are bare, or nearly so. 
On 
some spots one, two, or half a dozen 
hairs find footing. 
But wherever there 
is a hair it is pompadour. There is 
enough hair on his head to cover all the 
bareness and to spare for a wig to cover 
the whole head of Mr. Tillman. 
Looking down from the gallery it is the 
the congregation of heads th at protrude 
upon the observation. 
Such head s! If 
the whole American people could step 
into the gallery unobserved some day 
and look down upon those heads! Then 
there would be an expansion of National 
pride that would spread all over the 
country. 
Sometimes there are feet where the 
heads ought to be, but the heads are 
what arrest attention. They are a strik­ 
ing and impressive group. 
Bald heads 
are in the large majority. There are lit­ 
tle heads and big heads; gray heads and 
red heads. 
The former are by far must 
numerous, but there is enough red to give 
effect to the scene. 
There are round 
beads, long beads and equare heads— 
but they are all great heads. 
The biggest head of them all is that 
which rests on the thick neck and broad 
shoulders of William Bourke Cockran, 
the Tammany orator. 
Probably the 
most shapely bead is that which every 
one likens to the bust of Shakespeare. It 
rests with striking pose upon the shoul­ 
ders of Mr. Bacon, of New’ York. A very 
large and a great head is carried by Gov­ 
ernor Long, who says he intends to carry 
it into retirem ent at the expiratioh of his 
term. 
It is a firm, impressive head. 
It 
has a big, bald, strong forehead, and it is 
full of hard sense as well as picturesque 
ideas. 
Mr. Glover has a rem arkably large 
head for the litle body it controls. 
Samuel D. B. Henderson has a big, 
hard head with a heavy jaw and square 
forehead. 
Judge Crisp has a big round head, or 
more am iable lines than Mr. Reed’s, 
full of good nature and logic. 
Mr. Buchanan has a very large meth­ 
odical head to balance his rotundity of 
person. 
Bynum has a big head, full of details 
of the tariff. 
These are the men with 
strikingly large heads. 
The smallest head in the House is that 
owned by Mr. McClammy, of North Car­ 
olina. 
Mr. Belmont has a small head, with a 
very intellectual scowl. 
He parts his 
hair in the middle. 
But it is to the bar­ 
ber rather than to the phrenologist that 
most of tbe Congressional heads appeal. 
Above all else, the heads are pictur­ 
esque. 
Some are beautiful bald—from 
the forehead to the neck, and from ear to 
ear, with only enough hair around the 
edges to emphasize the high polish upon 
the shining domes. 
Hon. John Lynch 
has a head of this sort—a shining and 
Bhayely head, that seems proud to be 
uncovered before the world. Tbe hair on 
other heads is slowly retreating befor the 
steady upward growth of the forehead. 
Many foreheads have become high and 
intellectual within the past two years. 
Again, the cycle of time has cut a swath 
around tl^e crown, and each year makes 
a little broader circle. The spot on Mr. 
Randall’s crown, which was bat small 
two years ago is now full two inches in 
diameter. A vigorous growth of stiff gray 
hair covers the rest of the head, without 
even a part through its heavy mass. 
Mr. Foran’s raven locks, which have 
been his pride and the admiration of the 
galleries for three term s, are d ow strug­ 
gling against the growth of a little bald 
spot at the crown. 
Mr. Matson is trying to cover a great 
bald crown w ith half a dozen long hairs 
combed up from the temples. The tem­

Tillman, Crisp, Reed, 
Ryan, Bland, Hitt, Cowles and Turner 
are rapidly losing the little hair th at’s 
left them . Fully two-thirds of the mem­ 
bers have had their locks ravaged. 
The silver locks of the Kentucky 
Breckinridge are first to attract attention 
from the gallery. It is the finest head of 
hair in the House. 
It is as thick as the 
growth of the blue grass of his own 
country. 
It is always parted low at one 
side, ar il when he is making a speech a 
heavy lock often falls over his forehead. 
La Follette has a heavy suit of rich 
brown hair, combed straight back from 
his forehead and standing up about au 
inch and a half iong all over his head. 
No part has marked a line through it to 
show the scalp. 
Notwithstanding a small bald spot just 
at the crown, Mr. Stockdale has one of 
the heaviest shocks of hair in the House. 
It is a dead gray and grows wild, like 
orchard grass in autumn, crowning a 
classic head. 
Age hasfwhitened b at not thinned the 
hair that covers the head of Mr. Whit- 
horne. 
His hair is the rival of Mr. 
Breckinridge’s. 
The big heads of Messrs. Stewart and 
Sayers, of 
Texas, are crowned with 
heavy suits of gray hair and defy bald­ 
ness. 
Mr. McCullough’s hair is his pride. 
His curly ^axon locks rest upon his head 
like a wig of tow, never defiled by oil. 
Phelan’s hair is long and as black as a 
raven’s wing. 
A heavy lock falls a little 
way over his forehead. 
Mr. Kerr’s hair is too thick to comb, or 
to stay combed. 
It is a shade between 
tow and read in color and would shield 
his head from a saber cut. 
Lodge’s hair covers his hoad in a curly 
m at, always trim m ed even and never 
parted. 
Belmont parts his dark hair in the 
middle and smooths it on either side of 
the mathematical line. 
Mr. Boyce’s hair is also parted in the 
middle and if they each wore wigs they 
could trade and no one would know it. 
Struble has a beautiful growth of red 
hair. 
Johnson, of Indiana, has locks that 
rival those of Johnson, of North Carolina. 
The scalps of Rowell and General 
Hovey would cover a sheep. 
The heads of Oates and Davidson, of 
Florida, would make a wig for the Brit­ 
ish High Court of Chancery. 
A striking thing about the heads in 
Congress is that most of them look as if 
they were never combed. 
This comes 
of their owners’ fingers being run through 
their locks while thinking, and this 
habit accounts for baldness also. They 
think and rub their heads too much. 
The heads are all in charge of half 
dozen barbers who occupy the cloak 
rooms, but six expert artists can’t keep 
these heads 
in 
order.—[Washington 
Evening Star.

At the foot of the cataract we took 
a swim in the Nile. We wore our under­ 
clothes for bathing suits. 
We hung 
them up before our staterooms to dry. 
In ten minutes they were dry enough to 
be worn. 
We have all heard of the uni­ 
versal habit of all Africans to anoint 
themselves with oil, and travelers speak 
of it as a nasty habit. It is, however, 
necessary in very hot and very dry clini- 
ateB to prevent the cracking of the skia. 
An English officer told me that during 
the hot winds on the Upper M le, his 
hands and face chapped worse than they 
ever did in a cold climate—chapped 
even to bleeding badly. 
I have found 
freBh, white butter quite as pleasant cn 
my hands as on my toast.

A queer way to keep a bouquet of 
flowers fresh, but a very striking and 
effective one, is thus described. In a 
vessel of water place a plate, and on this 
stand a bouquet of flowers, weighted at 
the bottom so as to stand upright. This 
being done, the bouquet is covered with 
a bell glass, the rim of which ought to fit 
exactly the flat part of the plate; the bell 
glass should be entirely tilled with water 
and w ithout the least air bubble. Then 
raise altogether, bell glass, plate and 
bouquet, and place on a table, leav­ 
ing on the 
plate 
around the base 
of the bell glass a little water to keep 
the air from entering. The flowers in 
this situation will be preserved in all 
their freshness for several weeks, and 
their beauty is increased by a great 
number of bubbles of gas produced by 
the respiration of the leaves, and which 
attach themselves to the leaves, looking 
like pearls. 
The edge of the plate and 
the water it contains should be concealed 
by a light bed of moss, in which are set 
some flowers. 
A bouquet thus arranged 
produces a charming effect, especially in 
the evening.—'Good Housekeeping.

EIGHTY CENTS A DAY. 


H o w th e P e u n s y lv a n la Ir o n ' 
itlln e r I» P ro te c te d . 
Eighty cents a day for native American 
labor in Republican Pennsylvania and in 
the well-protected iron industry ? This 
is the record for Lehigh county and the 
wages are those of the miners who dig 
the iron ore for the furnaces that crowd 
the Lehigh valley. The Italian scaven 
gere who sweep the filth off of Chestnut 
street, Philadelphia, aie paid $1.50 for 
their unprotected labor. 
Macungie, where 80 cents a day is con­ 
sidered an equivalent for a day’s work, 
is less than fifty miles from Philadelphia 
and in a country rich in iron ore. The 
Macungie Iron Company has its blast 
furnaces there, and in the immediate 
neighborhood are the mines of the Neu­ 
tral Ore Company, and of the Warwick, 
Crane and Thomas iron companies. At 
Alburtis, a few miles away, the Thomas 
Iron Company has two furnaces, 
and otherB are dotted thickly along 
the lines of the East Penn and Lehigh 
Valley Railroads. 
Both hematite and 
Bessemer ores are found, and the iron is 
among the best in the world. 
The miners who work for SO and 90 
cents a day are those who dig the hema­ 
tite ore. In the Bessemer mines where 
the work is under ground and more like 
that of a coal mine, the men receive the 
more munificent sum of $1.25 a day. 
Still less than the Philadelphia street 
cleaners. 
The Macungie Iron Company’s furnace 
is out of blast and won't resume 
till trade improves. Meantime the 
ore miners must go to work harvest­ 
ing and haymaking to keep them 
through the summer. Some of them are 
tenants on farms, paying the rent by 
farm-work. 
Others are German anil 
Irish immigrants. These live in shanties 
erected by the ore contractors and do 
their own cooking. Eighty cents a day 
covers their own cost of living, for things 
are cheap around there. 
Tiie men in the blast furnaces are paid 
$1.40 to $1.50 for twelve hours’ labor. 
Hematite ore, 35 per cent, of which is 
iron, costs at the furnaces only $2.25 a 
ton, and a miner, whose wages' are only 
80 cqnts a day and are included in this 
price, digs about a ton of it a day. The 
furnace men have recently secured a re­ 
daction from the railroads of 15 per cent, 
in freight rates, and yet they say they 
cannot make a living, with pig iron sell­ 
ing at $17 and $18 a ton. 
This is in the district of Congressman 
Bowden, who opposed the Mills bill. 
The county has a Democratic majority of 
nearly 2,000. and this year the Congress­ 
man’s constituents seem disposed to re­ 
tire him from public life. They are will­ 
ing to give the Mills bill a chance and 
see if it will not improve the rate of daily 
wages.—[Norristown' Pa.) Register, July 
16th. 


The vast majority of the people of the 
country desire to see the fisheries ques­ 
tion settled up and done for and com­ 
pletely gotten out of the way, provided a 
reasonable and honorable settlement can 
be reached. The attacks thus far on the 
treaty negotiated under the direction of 
the administration have done neither the 
President nor the Democratic party the 
slightest harm; and. indeed, about the 
only practical effect of the virulent, un­ 
scrupulous, and, for the most part, ridic­ 
ulous opposition of the Republican Sen­ 
ators to the treaty, has been to discredit 
them and the party to which they be­ 
long.—[Peiladelphia Telegraph, (Rep.
